} The oversea delegates to tho Imperial 
Conférenco felt. indignant. at tho insult 
- offdred to thom recently: by one of the 
lending oppononts of the Declaration of 
London. 

Writing to tho Press, Mr T. Gibson 


e made to _ Bowles enid: 


The rumour’is current that the repre- 
sentatives of the King’s Dominions Leyond 
‘the seas have heen equated by the Govern- 
ment to agree to the Declaration of Lon- 
don, and that the forthcoming discaxsion in 
the Imperial Conference will only reginter 
their squared accoptanco of the Declaration, 

Sir Joseph Ward, the Reime Minister 
of Now Zealand, in an. interview on the 
subject, said, in reply to an “inquiry, that 
there had boon no attempt on tho part of 
tho British Govornment to.influence him, 
or, 80 far as he knew, any other” member 
of the Conference, 45 3 matter ‘of fact, 
oth before thoy loft their homes and after 
arriving in England, they bad been flood. 
‘with -litorature’ cpndemaing the: Docla: 
tion,’ and he had been approached by a» 
considerable number af people. who wished, 
to influence him agninot it. He™ hed also 
found many of the leading merchants and 
shipowners strongly favourable ta it. 

‘T think there can be no doubt,” he said;. 
‘that the oppononts of the Declaration are 
magnifying the d.ficulties to an. extent 
which mnkea it rather a dublous, matter to 
tako thelr advice, In tho’ couras of cons 
Versation I havr discovered that a great 
number of thom are opposed ta the Declara’ 
tion of Paris, which has oxisted since 1856, 
Some of them do not want any Dec'aration 
at all, but that would be disastrous, : It’ 
would lead immediately to chaos and to the. 
old system of Privateering, which meus be 
intolerable, 

“ thera'le 4 suggeation of pre-organiay. 
tion on the part of the Opponents of the 
measure, who have invoked the services of 


rear-admirals, evidently assuming ‘that, 


when men who have held such high posi. 
tiont have expréssed their views against 
the Declarntion, others. would bo deterred 
from giving their judgment ‘accordjng to 
their ability. From conversations I hava 
come to the conclusion that aome of these 


should be “under no reatrictions at all in 
timo of war. 
‘treme: confidence in their own ability to 
settle any point that might arise during 
war time, And, of course, extraordinary 


‘|Intitude must be given to officors at such 


times, but I think it is quite against the 
weight of - pinion to deave the matter quite 
undefhed.” 

Sir Joseph Ward repeated ‘that the only 
attempted pressure which has been put on 
him was agninst the Declaration, but he 
had mado up his mind before he left New. 
%eulnnd, and he adhered, to it, that it was 
in the best interes'é of the Empire that 


chad been quite prepsred to chunge ‘his 
opinion had be been satisGed that it’ was a 
dnd thing, 

He certainly would Wao liked to see 
Britain given an extra _represontativa on 
the tnternational ‘courty for the oversons 
Dominions, but aa to the Doc' ‘aration itself 
ho repeated ;
